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New residence incomplete

Over a year and half 
since construction 
crews started blasting 
the rock, the new West resi- 
dence is finally complete. 
Well, almost. Students 
began moving into the new 
residence at the beginning 
of the month, and were 
greeted with a not-quite fin- 
ished new home. West resi- 
dence, which is reserved for 
upper students, boasts a 
number of luxuries that are 
lacking in the other 
Laurentian residences. Each 
floor comes equipped with 
air conditioning, a garbage 
chute, internet access, 
cable, common rooms, as 
well as brand new appli- 
ances and furniture, and 
adjustable beds. When stu- 
dents moved in, however, 
only one half of the building 
had access to their cable, no 
one had internet access, the 
garbage chutes were not 
ready yet, and the elevator 
had yet to meet the safety 
regulations. "There are no 
specific reasons why the 
residence was behind sched- 
ule, it just happened," said 
Paulette Lafortune, resi- 
dence coordinator. "The ele- 
vator is ready to go, but it is 
a fire elevator. The elevator 
is supposed to come down in 
the event of a fire for the 
firefighters. The problem is 
that the computer program 
is not functioning. 

Everything should be done 
by the end of the week." 

Apart from the incom- 
plete sections of the resi- 
dence, students are report- 



ing other smaller problems 
such as leaks in their bath- 
room sinks, holes in the 
walls and scratches on the 
floor. "Let us know what 
doesn't work," said 

Lafortune. "This happens 
with all new buildings. We 
are going through the whole 
building, fixing everything 
up and checking all the 
plumbing". Students might 
also notice fire crews visit- 
ing the residence during the 
next few days. The Sudbury 
fire department is touring 
the new residence and locat- 
ing key areas such as the 
water shut off valves. 

Despite these setbacks, 
Lafortune is very proud of 
the new residence. "I think 
its beautiful, very modern, 
and I think it will serve its 
purpose for upper year stu- 
dents." West residence is 
intended as a quiet building, 
and a 24hr quiet hours rule 
is in effect. The design of 
the building incorporates 
many study rooms for stu- 
dents to use, further show- 
casing its purpose as a quiet 
place to come home and 
study. While parties are still 
allowed and very likely to 
occur throughout the year, 
students will have to be 
careful to not infringe upon 
the quiet hour regulations, 
otherwise strict penalties 
will be enforced. These 
penalties are based on a 
strike system. For each 
infraction, "the student is 
given a strike that comes 
with a monetary fine. Each 
additional strike brings with 
it a higher cost to the stu- 
dent, and upon the third 
strike, the student is evicted

from residence. 

Furthermore, eviction from 
residence entails breaching 
the contract signed by the 
student, who is fined an 
additional monetary fee. 
These regulations are in 
place to keep the residence 
quiet and in-line, and to 
allow students the environ- 
ment they need to excel in 
their studies. According to 
Lafortune, "the atmosphere 
will be very different from 
other residences." 

On Wednesday, 

September 6th, West resi- 
dence will host its first 



class. "The classrooms are 
all set up and ready to go," 
according to Lafortune. The 
air conditioned classrooms 
will offer a nice reprieve in 
the latter days of the warm 
weather, a reprieve not 
shared by other students in 
the classroom building; or 
some of the older 
Laurentian buildings. 

Lafortune also hopes to 
develop programs within the 
residence itself to bring the 
students together and help 
each other out. "At this time 
there are no programs, but 
definitely a peer tutoring 



program is a big project for 
the year," said Lafortune. 
"I'd like to hear from the 
students about what they 
would like to do. I don't 
want to start all new pro- 
grams just because I think it 
might be best for the stu- 
dents." 

The next few days will 
be very important to the 
Laurentian residence office, 
as students will be waiting 
impatiently for the resi- 
dence they were promised 
over a year ago.

First generation students in Ontario to receive additional funding

Mike Dwyer, a student at 
Wilfrid Laurier 

University in Waterloo, 
Ont., is the first one in his fami- 
ly to make it to college or uni- 
versity, which makes him exact- 
ly the kind of student the 
Ontario government wants to 
see more of. 

Premier Dalton McGuinty 
announced on Aug. 30 the initi- 
ation of a S6-million program to 
provide funding specifically for 
first generation students. 

According to Statistics in 
Ontario, students are less likely 
to pursue post-secondary educa- 
tion if no one else in their fami- 
ly has before. 

Chris Bentley, Minister of 
Training, Colleges, and 
University, says that students do 
not progress to post-secondary 
studies "for a variety of rea- 
sons," but cites financial barri- 
ers and a lack of knowledge 
about college and university 
programs as two key reasons. 

Bentley says that the new 
program seeks to address these 



issues by allocating $1 million 
to student bursaries and $5 mil- 
lion to colleges, universities, 
and community groups to pro- 
mote post-secondary education 
in their local areas. 

Dwyer, 20, is in his third 
year of the economics program 
at Laurier. Neither of his parents 
went on to post-secondary stud- 
ies, and his older sister didn't 
complete high school. 
Originally from Newfoundland, 
Dwyer said he was encouraged 
at an early age by his family and 
his teachers to throw himself 
into academics. 

"It's a dying place," said 
Dwyer of his old home and the 
lack of job opportunities there. 
"They don't want you to be on 
welfare or social assistance for 
the rest of your life — it's a trap 
there." 

Dwyer says that his parents 
were certainly intelligent 
enough to go to college or uni- 
versity, but neither could afford 
to. Dwyer's acceptance to 
Laurier was a triumph for the 
entire family. 

"They were just insanely 
excited," he said. "For two 
weeks my dad was just calling 



everybody — people from our 
extended family. It was big 
because no one in even my 
extended family has ever gone 
to university." 

He said that for many stu- 
dents with a family history of 
post-secondary graduates, get- 
ting into a college or university 
is more of an expectation rather 
than an exception. 

"To them, it's not a big deal, 
but for me, I knew that if I never 
made it to university my parents 
would be disappointed," said 
Dwyer, who receives substantial 
financial assistance from his 
mother and father. "My dad 
really hates construction and 
always wanted me to go to uni- 
versity. It would break [my par- 
ents'] hearts if I had to work in 
a factory of construction." 

Dwyer says that a college 
or university education is more 
necessary now in an extremely 
competitive Canadian job mar- 
ket. 

"I'm hearing people say 
more and more that the BA 
[bachelor of arts degree] is just 
the new high school." 

The Canadian Federation of 
Students (CFS) agrees that ere-

ating more opportunities for 
people like Dwyer is something 
positive, but say the Ontario 
government's latest effort sends 
a "contradictory message." 

"This shameless stunt 
spends $5 on advertising cam- 
paigns for every dollar commit- 
ted to the grants program itself," 
said Jesse Greener, Ontario 
chairperson of the CFS. 

"It's really low-income 
families that don't participate in 
post-secondary education," said 
Greener. 

According to the Youth In 
Transition Study, authored by 
Statistics Canada and Human 
Resources and Skills 

Development Canada, 76 per 
cent of high school students 
went on to post-secondary stud- 
ies in 2003. 

But there remains a high 
discrepancy between students 
from low income and high 
income families: In their 2004 
report "The Price of 
Knowledge", the Canadian 
Millennium Scholarship foun- 
dation noted that Canadian stu- 
dents from the country's highest 
income families were twice as 
likely to attend university as 
those from families with lower 
incomes. 

Greener feels the govern- 
ment is unfairly hiking tuition 
rates and forcing students into 
mounting debt that outstrips 
investment in student aid. 

"For every dollar allocated 
to student financial aid, more 
than $1.30 will be clawed back 
through tuition fee hikes," he 
said. 

Bentley says that the statis- 
tics don't support the position 
taken by the CFS. 

"I am confident that post- 



secondary education is more 
affordable now than it was two 
years ago," said Bentley. 
"We've doubled student aid in 
2006-2007, how can anyone be 
against that?" 

Aldith Carasquero is a co- 
ordinator at Seneca College's 
Centre for Outreach Education 
(SCOrE) in Toronto. The 
Ontario First Generation 
Student Bursary was largely 
modeled after SCOrE 's success- 
ful program, which took eco- 
nomically and educationally 
disadvantaged youth and made 
them the first in their families to 
attend college or university. 
SCOrE found that 75 per cent of 
their first-year students last year 
are returning this year to contin- 
ue their education. 

She disagrees with the CFS 
and says the government's First 
Generation plan is "a great ini- 
tiative." 

While she agrees that 
tuition remains a tough barrier, 
Carasquero points out that fund- 
ing is also needed to provide 
regular academic counselling, 
textbook subsidies, and even 
transportation assistance for stu- 
dents in these support programs. 
She feels that the $5 million set 
aside for the schools and com- 
munities to bolster their first 
generation programs will be 
money well spent. 

"I think we have to look at 
the bigger picture," she said. "If 
you want to break the cycle of 
poverty, you need an education. 
We've [at SCOrE] been suc- 
cessful because I feel that we're 
connected with the students and 
we understand all their barri- 
ers."

Lakehead generates worldwide media 
attention with recruitment campaign

Lakehead University in 
Thunder Bay set out to grab 
the attention of potential 
students in southern Ontario with 
a new edgy marketing campaign, 
but what they got was worldwide 
attention. 

The campaign, unveiled by 
Lakehead on Aug. 25, depicted 
U.S. President George W. Bush 
and the slogan "Yale Shmale" 
followed by "Just because you go 
an Ivy League school doesn't 
necessarily mean you're smart." 
The campaign created a story that 
was picked up by major networks 
including CBC, CNN and BBC. 

"We have generated media 
attention that we couldn't possi- 
bly buy in the next 10 years," 
Eleanor Abaya, the director of 
communications, stated. 

But not everyone sees the 
attention as a positive thing. 

Isabelle Poniatowski, presi- 
dent of the university's student 
union, described her reaction to 
the ad campaign as: "One of 
repugnance. This ad is so low 
brow that it is embarrassing." She 
also said that student union has 
been flooded with e-mails and 
phone calls from people who do 
not believe the ad campaign is in 
good taste. 

"I received a lot of support 
from students, faculty, and staff 
from Lakehead that also find it 
embarrassing. There are so many 
great things about Lakehead ... I 
haven't seen the ads that say we 
have clean air. That we have 
trees," Poniatowski said. 

When the Argus spoke to 
Dorie Baker, Yale University's 
director of public affairs, about 
their take on the ads, she stated 
that the school's official stance 
is: "Yale does not condone the 
use of its logo by other institu- 
tions." 

Pressed for other comments 
pertaining to the ad, she said 
bluntly: "I don't even want to 
comment on it. It's too silly for 
mc to comment on." 

The decision to use such a 
campaign was made because 



other, safer campaigns have been 
exhausted and elicit little 
response, president Fred Gilbert 
said. . 

Asked to respond to com-

plaints about the campaign, he 
said, "If students or faculty felt 
truly offended by the campaign, 
then I'm sorry. I do believe the 
campaign has served its pur- 
pose." 

Gilbert believes some view 
the campaign as negative because 



they see it as a political state- 
ment. Gilbert says this was not 
the intention and using the image 
of Bush was based on his iconic 
status. 

"If we showed young people 
a picture of Stephen Harper, they 
would not know who it was and 
would not intrigue them to take 
the next step to go to the web- 
site." 

Gilbert stressed that it was 
supposed to be "tongue in cheek" 
and expressed confidence that 
Lakehead's credibility will not be 
affected by the campaign. 

According to Abaya, more 
than 95 per cent of the targeted 
market described the ad as "cool 
and awesome." 

"Only time will tell [if credi- 
bility has been damaged]," she 
said.
